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"Unless the Paris Gas & Electric 
Co. accede to our demands in our 
efforts to protect the consumers of 
natural gas from the possible attempt 
to operate under the old franchise 
which they now hold, we will ex^rt 
every legal effort to annul the fran- 
chises and if the worst comes we 
will build our own electric light and 
gas plant," was the stem declaration 
oir Mayor J. T. Hinton yesterday af- 
ternoon after diBcuMlBS At lengtb the 
visit of Mr. H. W. Bw, Seeretarr of 
the Ligii( and Deyelopmeiit Oo., of 
St Louis, wlUch owns and openites 
tlw toqal plfBt» and which porcbased 
the franchise recently granted the 
Cetftral Kentucky Natural Gas Co. 

For the past several weeks the at- 
titude of the Paris Gas & Electric Co. 
in its refusal to specify which con- 
tract it will elect to operate under, 
has greatly purturbed the consumers 
in this city, with the result a number 
of citizens have remsed to sign the 
contracts furnished by the company, 
and natural gas has been cut off 
from a large number of residences. 

The local officials of the company, 
it has been contended, were not aware 
of the course the Light & Develop- 
ment Company intended to pursue, 
and the matter was taken up with 
the- head office in St. Louis, resulting 
in a visit by the Secretary of the 
company to ascerttm the cause of 
he seeming dissention among the 
consumers at this city and to confer 
with the city officials. 

\ meeting of. the Council which had 
been called for yesterday morning was 
postponed at the solicitation of Mr. 
Qeck, who after a conference with 
Mayor Hinton, decided to return to 
St. Louis to secure a contract, which 
it was said would be acceptable to 
the city. Tho city officials are deter- 
mined in their efforts to force the 
company to meet the demands and 
will accept nothing that will not be 
favorable to the consumers. The 
agreement between the lighting 
company and the city will be binding 
in every respect and the only con- 
dition upon which the company will 
be allowed the right to retain the old 
franchise will be in that case that i: 
is needed for the distribution oi arti 
fttlal gas should he supply (rf natural 
gas be exhausted. la regard to the 
situation^ Mayor Hinton .yesterday is- 
ued the tc^owing: 
MAYOVt HINTON'S STATEMENT: 

It having been reported that the 
Paris Gas and Electric Company had 
signified their intention to use the old 
franchise for the distribution of nat- 
ural gas after they liad purchased tlie 
new franchi9e recmitly granted the 
GentraT Kentoc^qr Natural Gas Com- 
pany, notice was senred on the Paris 
Gas and Electric Company that the 
cityv authorities would not submit to 
the abandonment of the the new fran- 
chise which contained restrictions as 
to pHce and service that ^ere not in 
the old franchise. A meeting of the 
Council had been called for Thursday 
morning to take official action in this 
connection. Wednesday morning Mr. 
Beck, the Secretary of the St. Louis 
Company which controls the Paris 
Gas and Electric Oi)mpany, came to 
this city to confer with us in regard 
to the situation. He was told that 
the city would enter regal proceedings 
to annul both franchises and prose- 
cute the case through the courts of 
last resort a«d use every means avail- 
able to force them to give to the citi- 
zens every right to which they are 
entitled under the new franchise. Mr 
Beck stated that it had been their 
inteiltioiL to use the eld franchise for 
the jpwtson that It might |>e n^ded 
for the distribution of Mlifici^ gas 
in the event tliat'the Mtural' gas 
Jshonld ever becqme exhausted. 
( It ^as a|Teed with Mr. Beck that 
! his company migb% hold all its rights 
} for the use t)f artificial gas under 
such condition, but that an agreement 
must be made in w^riting that would 
positively insure to the city every 
right given in the new franchise for 
natural gas. After talking over the 
long distance phone with his attorney 
at St. Louis. Mr. Beck assured us that 
his company would act in good faith 
with the city and that he would re- 
turn to St. Louis antf have their attor- 
ney prepare a contract which would 
meet the demands we are making if 
it were possible to do so and protect 
their own interest. Mr. Beck was 
given to understand that in no way 
would we withdraw ^'our demand — 
that whatever contract he should sub- 
mit must positively guarantee every 
restriction and privil^^ given by the 
new frandiise, and that unless they 
did to guarantee we would proceed 
to take such steps as are necessary 
to secure to the citixens their 'full 
riL;hts, c'.'en if it should *)3 necessary 
to recommend to the people the 
building of their own light and gas 
plant. With Mr. Beck's assurance 
that they would meet the condHions, 
the meeting of the Council that had 
been called was postponed until Mr. 
Beck may have time to submit his 
proposition, which he has promised 
to do at once.

Us the Culture and Use of Flu#4^ured 

Tobacco. 

Washington, Nov. 6.— The normal 
•annual production of flue-cured to- 
bacco on a farm-weight basis is esti- 
mated to be about 215,000,000 pounds, 
according to Bulletin No. 16 of the De- 
partment of Agriculture. This type 
of tobacco is the only A^eHcan 
grown variety thatwhas shown a tend- 
ency to expand our ecports. .Ab6ut 
40 per cent, or amund 90,000,0000 
pounds is exported, and the remainder 
is used in domestic consumption. 

"All things considered, this flueHSur- 
ed tobacco is unsurpassed in univer- 
sal popularity," states the report, 
"and it is adopted to a variety of 
uses, including granulated and cut 
smoking tobacco, both paper and all- 
tobacco cigarettes, and plug filler and 
wrapper; in fact, it is adapted to all 
the regular forms in which tobacco is 
used except standard cigars and snuff. 
In color and general appearance it is 
very attractive, while its low nicotine 
content, mildness, aromtic sweetness, 
fragrf.nce and good keeping qualities 
render it satisfactory to the user." 

The use of flues in curing tobacco 
bpcmne popular after the close of the 
Ci^'ll War and be the middle eighties 
the demand had increased so tlutt 
about 20 countries in Virginia and 
North Carolina had been planted to 
this variety. There are a number of 
varieties of flue-cured tobacco, prom- 
inently among which are the Marne, 
Yellow Oronoco, White-stem Oronoco, 
}Jig Oronoco, Adock, Adkin, Willow- 
Leaf. Gooch, Tilley and Hester. The 
Warne is the standard wrapper type 
and perhaps the most popular. The 
Adcock is a great favorite in the not- 
ed wrapper-producing section of Gran- 
ville county, North Carolina, while the 
Adkin is popuUur as an eariy mateur- 
ing variety. 

Apart from the natural character of 
the soil itself,' there is no more im- 
portant-matter for thd tobaeeo grower 
to considor than the, management of 
his fields. Indeed the character of the 
tobacoo produced will depend aa much 
on how the fields have been handled 
in rotation between the successive to- 
bacco crops as upon the fertilizer/\is- 
ed or the cultivation given directly to i 
the tobacco crop itself. Tobacco 
land should be so handled as to keep 
it in good life. A liberal supply of 
vegetable matter in an advanced 
stage of decay is highly desirable, but 
it should be of the kind not eacceesive- 
ly rich in ammonia. 

It is well known that the organic 
matter of freshly cleared or broom- 
seded fields is of a kind well suited 
to tobacco. It coneiata prineipally of 
dead leaves, twigs, roots, pine tags, 
broom-sedge and roots. Saeli vege- 
table matter, while poor in ammonia, 
by its ample volume makes the soil 
ver>' mellow and friable and of good ! 
water-holding capacity. There is 
probably no better humus crop for 
rotation than herd's grass or red top.

One of the most interesting exhib- 
its wiU be that of the Western For- 
estry CoQsenratlon Association, com- 
posed of fire ot the Pacific Coast 
States, showing how the Association 
eduates the people and the school 
children to the importance of the pro- 
tection and use of the forests. 

Another model will present a real- 
istic rainfall. One half of the model, 
filled with earth, is covered with min- 
iature trees and moss. On the other 
half the earth is left bare. The artj- 
flcial rain storm brings out plainly the 
way in which the bare ground is wash- 
ed away, while ground covered with 
trees hold its place. The famous 
White House map of the country's 
\ natural resources will also be seen. 
This was the first map ever made by 
the government and has atracted at- 
tention at many expositions. It was 
constructed for the now historic White 
House Conference of GovemOTS, In 
1908, at which the Conservati<m move- 
ment started. It will now be shown in 
Wasliington for the first time since 
the White House Conference.

Proper Care It To Keep It In Proper 
Adjustme^it. _ 

^ The first step iu the proper care of 
farm machine is to keep it in prop 
er adjustment. •As a rale new ma 
chineiy is in fair adjustmept and 
needs little attention in this respect, 
but it Is often sticky, and otherwise 
unsatisfactory in its action on account 
of the manner in whliAi It was paint 
ed at the factory. B^f cleaning out 
the oil holes and appl3ring a few drops 
of kerosene, this difficulty may usu- 
ally be overcome. It is wise to run 
new machinery "light," that is, with 
its moving parts in action but with- 
out a load of any sort, imtil it is well 
limbered up. This will put the ma- 
I chine in running order without undue 
strain and gives an opportuinity for 
adjustment if it shonkl be found aee- 
: e^sary. 

Hachinee which have beoi in use 
\ some time should be put in j^per ad- 
, Justment when they receive their' pe- 
riodical over4iaulings, and should be 
given careful attention in this respect 
during the entire time that they are j 
in operation. Cleanliness is as impor- | 
tant with farm machinery as with any \ 
other class of machinery. Dirt and ' 
poor senice seem to go hand in hand, 
and dirty farm machinery cannot be , 
expected to give its full efficiency be- ; 
cause dirt upon metal absorbs moist- 1 
ure which attacks the metal and in \ 
time seriously injures it. Also, dirt ' 
in the bearings even in small quantity i 
•quickly destroys them by grinding and * 
cutting, and in large quantities may | 
even choke the action of the jmoving < 
parts. Again, dirt does not add to the 
appeanmce of -farm machinery fai any ' 
way, and may at times even get into 
the eyes of the operator. Therefore 
the second step in the care of farm 
machinery is to keep it as clean as 
conditions will permit. An old broom 
will be found ueseful for cleaning, also 
a handful of waste or soft rags and a \ 
squirt oil can filled with kerosene. If ; 
possible, the machine should be thor- ;

not in use, in a dry place, wlilcli means 
dry underneath as well as OT«t1iead. 
Some system slioold be used in stor- 
age so that those machines which are 

frequently used should be easily sot 
ten at. All bright metal parts should 
be coated with either hard oil. axel 
grease or a compound composed of 
equal parts of lard and white laed. 

That part of the farm equipment 
which is made wholly or partially of 
wood will require especial attention 
in tlie way of painting, since wood 
absorbs moisture readily and rots rap- 
idly. It is a well-known fact among 
country blacksmiths that those farm- 
ers who keep their wagons well pain^ 
ed liave occasion to have them repair- 
ed less frequently tlian those who neg*- 
lect to give them attention. Especial* 
ly is it desirable to glre the wagon 
felloes a thorough soaking in oil. 
Wheels so treated are not apt to re- 
quire the customary 'cuttinir in dry 
seasons because there will h.^ little e.\ 
pansion and coi\tractio:i of the wood 
with the \aryiuii: moisture conditions 
of different sea.so:is. 

SonietiniH.s cousiderahle (iiiiiculty is 
experieu(»'t] in securins tiu' neces- 
sary repairs foi- farm niacliinery and 
valuable eriuipmi-nt is discarded be- 
cause thf' owner is unable to locate 
the manufacturer of the particular 
piece he needs. Local dealers can ai- 
rways render great assistance at such 
tinies of difficulty. If they are not 
able or willing to give this assistance,, 
then an appeal should be made to the 
State/ Agricultural College, which is 
usually in a position to supply infor- 
mation in regard to such matters and 
is always glad to give ad \ ice and as- 
sistance in connection with any prob- 
lems in farm equipment.
